Some 
guesses had run as high as $145 
billion. 


Since the country gets bigger

cinch to keep going up, 


But, if it weren't for the ex. 


pense of fighting the war to 
Vietnam, 
Johnson's

billion, There also had been a 
lot of guessing about how much 
Johnson would ask of Congress

He cleared that up Tuesday

Silver of 
Crossroads 
in History 


By JOSEPH R. COYNE 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Silver 


is at the crossroads in Its histor- 
ic but fast diminishing role as a 
storehouse 
of U.S. monetary 


value. 


But Treasury officials 
are 


convinced 
enough silver 
is 


available to carry the nation 
through to late 1968, expected 
end of the transition period for 
the new copper-nickel coins. 


And officials have some aces 


in the hole to make sure the sil- 
ver supply will be sufficient. 


Future government policy on 


silver is in the hands of a 24- 
man commission on the coinage 
set up by Congress In 1965 when 
It took all silver out of dimes 
and. quarters, and,,reduced tha. 
silver content of half-dollars 
from 90 to 40 per cent, thus 
averting a silver crisis. 


That commission 
— all its 


members have not yet been 
named — will look into the time 
and 
circumstances 
when the 


Treasury should stop maintain- 
ing the price of silver, future 
policy and other silver matters. 


The mining industry foresees 


an increase in price — now 
maintained by the Treasury at 
$1.29 an ounce — as inevitable. 


The nation is using more sil- 


ver, especially for industrial 
purposes, than It produces and 
imports. The Treasury fills the 
gap by selling its stocks to pri- 
vate industry. 


Booming industrial uses range 


from rockets to photography to 
batteries. Industrial and artistic 
use last year totaled about 150 
million ounces compared with 
110 million ounces in 1962. 


Of the total Treasury stock of 


about 591 million ounces, about 
438 million ounces back paper 
money — the ouststanding sil- 
ver certificates issued after 
June 30, 1929. This leaves about 
153 million ounces for other 
uses. 


Many of the silver certificates 


undoubtedly 
have 
been de- 


stroyed by fire, flood, ship sink- 
ings and other disasters, By de- 
claring some of them lost or 
destroyed, the Treasury could

not deductible, only the 
amount actually paid on them 
in the year covered by the 
return.

Baby's Refusal to Nurse 
May Be Tipoff on Cancer

If your baby has been nurs- 


ing well, then one day refuses 
to nurse f r o m one breast, 
don't put this down to a mere 
whim. 
He may have dis- 


covered what you had not sus- 
pected—a beginning breast 
cancer. 
One of s e v e r a l 


mothers to whom this hap- 
pened was still nursing a 20- 
month-old child. The child 
was old enough to talk and 
said the milk from the moth- 
er's left breast was no good. 
One time when this child be- 
came drowsy while nursing 
the right breast, the mother 
moved the child to the other 
side. The child awakened at 
once and refused to nurse. 


The mother then used a 


breast pump to relieve the 
left breast and, in doing so, 
noticed a tumor. Doctors can 
only speculate 
as to why 


babies reject the milk from a 
breast w i t h 
a beginning 


cancer. It may be that the 
breakdown products from the 
tumor give the milk an off- 
flavor. 


Breast cancer in a nursing 


mother is not common but, 
when a baby calls attention to 
one by refusing the involved 
breast, it may be helping to 
save the mother's Hie. AH 
lumps in the breast of a nurs- 
ing mother are not cancer but, 
when they are found, tests to 
confirm or disprove the di- 
agnosis should be made with- 
out delay. 


Q—What is the cause of 


Paget's disease? 
How long 


can you live with it? Is there 
any cure? 


/V—The cause of osteitis de- 


formans or Paget's disease is 
unknown but aging is a fac- 
tor as most cases occur in per- 
sons over 40.

s you know from the new 
level of paycheck deductions 
the cost of Social Security 


went up the first of the year — 
about a billion a year for the en- 
tire nation, 


The new tax rate is 4.4 per 


cent each on employe and em- 
ployer up to $6,600 of annual 
payroll earnings. And built-in 
raises by law will keep the SS 
tax climbing through the year 
1987. 


But Social Security was 
a 


humble starter back In 1936. Then 
the payroll tax on both employe 
anH omninvor was onlvhalfof one 
per cent - now the rate is nine- 
fold greater and applies to a 
much larger share of the pay- 
check. 


Fundamentally the Idea of com- 


pulsory thrift for one's old age 
was the No. 1 achievement of the 
late Franklin D. Roosevelt's ad- 
ministration. Oddly enough, the 
idea of individual thrift occurred 
to the same administration which 
set In motion the forces of pro- 
digal government spending which 
are rolling across our country to 
this very day. 


Social Security itself is 0. K. 


—but it poses this $64 question: 
Can any savings institution ever 
be secure when its entire stake 
is in the hands of a free-spending 
government that not only doesn't 
save money itself but goes on year 
after year spending more than it 
collects In taxes? 


Considering the nature of their 


stakeholder It behooves Social Se- 
curity dues-payers — and that 
means all Americans— to be con- 
stantly more alert to financial a- 
buses by government as the years 
go by. We should be especially 
interested in learning whether the 
government is actually trying to 
support itself with general taxes 
or merely "borrowing" from the 
trust funds of Social Security, 
"fax funds are "up for grabs" 
-whatever administration is in 
power, and the damage done by 
one group of politicians may be 
remedied by the next; but Social 
Security's trust funds are com- 
mitted, however distant the date, 
and If the Treasury happens to be 
empty when citizens call for re- 
payment then you will see a crisis 
remarkably like old-fashioned 
disasters such as an insurance 
company failure or a bank clos- 
ing. Not quite the same, of course, 
but just as painful - for the new 
crisis managers of government 
would have to levy crushing new 
general taxes to cover the short- 
age in Social Security. 


Sure, Social Security Is O.K. 


-but don't let It lure you Into 
the thought that it means Ameri- 
cans can abandon their habit of 
personal saving. All private tax- 
paying Industry has to have a sav- 
ing nation behind it If private 
enterprise 
is to endure. 


National figures 
show that 


there Is Invested In American 
manufacturing $21,600 for every 
Jobholder. Without that private 
saving account there would be no 
jobs. There Is no such thing as 
an indispensable jobholder — but 
the saving that created a job and at 
keeps It going ,,, this is the in- 
dispensable one.

Worst Cold 
of Winter

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Sen, 


W, K, Ingram of West Memphis 
moved Tuesday to regain Dem- 
ocratic control of county elec- 
tldn commissions by making 
the Democratic Party the ma- 
jority party in Arkansas tech- 
nically as well as In fact. 


Ingram introduced a bill that 


would make the state's majori- 
ty political party the one whose 
candidates are elected to a ma- 
jority of the constitutional of- 
fices. 


Under present law, the ma- 


jority party is the one that 
polls the most votes for gover- 
nor. That party is entitled to 
;name the majority of the mem- 
bers of county election commis- 
sions. 


The Democrats became the 


minority party under the law 
when Winthrop Rockefeller, a 
Republican, was elected gover- 
nor. A majority of the state 
constitutional officers, however, 
are Democrats. 


In the House, the representa- 


tives passed and sent to Rocke- 
feller a bill changing the name 
of Henderson State 
Teachers 


College at Arkadelphla to Hen- 
derson State College. Earlier, 
the Senate and House passed a 
bill to change the name of Ar- 
kansas State Teachers College 
at Conway to State College of 
Arkansas. 


Backers of both proposals 


said the measures 
reflected 


more 
accurately 
the 
broad 


scope of educational activities 
at the colleges. 


Both the Senate and House 


yoted to repeal a 1929 law re- 
quiring payment of the poll tax 
to receive salarias from public 
funds and to obtain certain li- 
censes and permits. The Sen- 
.jfifee voted to exempt agrlcultur- 
• al .labor from provisions of the 
state income tax withholding 
law. 


The House also approved the 


Senate version of a bill appro- 
priating $8 million for state In- 
come tax refunds this fiscal 
year. The House passed its own 
measure earlier.

ate asked the State Police to 
furnish senators with a copy of 
the State Police report on Tuck- 
er Prison Farm.

Sen, John C. Stennis, D-Miss., 


a member of the Armed Serv- 
ices Committee, said in an in- 
terview the proposed defense 
budget "might be scrutinized a 
little closer than usual but I 
don't think there will be any 
trouble getting support for the 
war." 


Stennis singled out military 


construction projects as an ex- 
ample of spending that might 
get a closer look. 


Another Democratic member 


of the Armed Services Commit- 
tee, Sen. Stuart Symington of 
Missouri, said 
congressional 


action on the over-all defense 
budget will "depend on the jus- 
tification"

presents but added he expects 
war spending requests to be ap- 
proved. He noted that Secretary 
of Defense Robert S. McNa- 
mara goes before the panel In 
closed session next Monday to 
start outlining the administra- 
tion's case. 


One Republican member of 


the committee, Sen. Jack R. 
Miller of Iowa, said that as long 
as Johnson Justifies his requests 
for Vietnam spending, "I would 
anticipate that he would have no 
particular problem in getting 
them."
